November |16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. Nettie Gill, a handsome widow 
of 40, said to h&ve been at one time one 
of the belles of the south, opened the 
veins of her wrist and leg and swallowed 
an ounce of laudanum at the Hotel Rad- 
nor here today. She lived but a few 
hours and in her dying breath told of 
letters which were found covered with 
blood in a bureau drawer. These letters, 
addressed to one-time fsiends, told a piti- 
ful story of the woman's former happy 
life, of the real or fancied neglect of a 
son who is in the navy, and struggles 
against poverty and the ravages of a 
nervous malady which in the end broke 
her spirit. ’ 

She was married in Atlanta, but went 
to Washington after the death of her 
hueband, later going to Philadelphia and 
studying nursihg.

usual. 
Boykin Meets Tragic Death. 

Charleston, 8. C., November 16.—Colonel 
E. Miller Boykin, United States mar- 
shal for this state under Cleveland and 
a leading banker of Camden, killed him- 
self accidentally this afternoon. 

After reaching home he picked up his 
gun, which had a complicated reversable 
action,- and went out to shoot a hawk. 
He was discovered an hour afterwards 
lying dead, while his gun was found 
leaning on the opposite side of the fence. 
The supposition is that as he started to 
climb the fence he set the gun over the 
fence, at the same time making a motion 
to get over himself, when the gun was 
discharged, and such was the verdict of 
the coroners jury. 

He was president of the DeKalb ‘cotton 
mill, of the Farmers and Merchants’ bank 
and other large corporations and was 
probably the leading citizen of the town. 

He was a delegate to the pational demo- 
cratic convention, which nominated Cleve- 
land in 1684,

He has been in Omaha for 
some time during the investigation of 
the grand jury and was to have been 
placed on the stand to testify before the 
grand jury today. That body, however, 
after hearing the testfmony of Dutton, 
decided that it had heard sufficient evi- 
dence and made its report forthwith. 

Mr. Fisher tonight made this state- 
ment: 

‘This is the first I knew of indictments 
being returned against Senator Dietrich 
and myself. I can Say, however, that 
they are the result of political persecu- 
tion, and that I have been treated unfair- 
ly in the matter. I have been in Omaha 
ten days expecting to appear before the 
grand jury as a witness. Not being call- 
ed to testify, I made application both’ 
to the district judge and to Foreman 
White to be permitted to make a state- 
ment to the grand jury. I was unable to 
secure a-hearing, however, and was to-- 
day dismissed with the assurance that 
I wouid not be called as a witness. If 
witnesses had been permitted to have 
been cross-examined no indictment would 
have followed.”

Washington, November 16.—Senator

WITH CASHIER 


John H. Downing of Norfolk 
Dimes Savings Bank 
Disappears, 


Norfolk, Va., November 1@.—John H. 
Downing, cashier of the Portsmouth Dime 
Savings bank, is missing and with him 
went several thousand dollars of the 
bank’s money. 

He left the Saturday night, No- 
vember 7, telling M. J: Phillips, president 
of the bank, that he was going to spend 
Sunday with friends in Suffolk. Failing 
to put in appearance at his desk the 
following ‘Monday, inquiries were made 
and it developed that he was not in Suf- 
folk. Investigation of his books was 
made with the result that a deficiency of 
several thousand dollars was discuvered. 

This morning when the bank’s doors 
were opened the following statement was 
posted: 

“John H. Downing, late cashier of this 


city 
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bank, has defaulted and left the city. 
Since his shortage was discovered a thor- 
OCugh examination has been made of the 
books and affairs of this bank by Megsrs. 
Frank Wonycott, George Wonyeott and 
A FE. Owen, Jr., and a report made by 
them to the board. The amount of de- 
ficiency as shown by said report has been 
paid or absolutely secured to be paid and 
the depositors of the bank have been se- 
cured from any or alt loss by reason of 
his defalcation.” 

Downing was bonded for $15,000. 

There are about 10,000 depositore of 
the Portsmouth Dime Savings bank and 
their deposits range in amounts from $1 
up. A panic was threatened this morn- 
ing. Scores of creditors rushed to the 
bank with fears that they had lost every 
cent, At the bank they were assured that 
all was safe. Many of them, however, 
withdrew their deposits, As the morning 
‘advanced the uneasiness subsided. 

Large depositors came forward with 
their usual Monday morning deposits and 
did much to allay fears.

It Is Charged That This Country Fo- 
mented the Secession and Has 
Prevented Colombia from 
Taking Steps To Sup- 
press Rebellion. 


16.—The Colombian 
; authorities have cabled to London. a 
| lengthy protest against the . United 
States’ action toward Panama, in which 
they claim that ‘tthe main responsibility 
for the secession of Panama les with 
ihe United States government, firstly, by 
fomenting the separatist spirit, of which 
there seems to be clear evidence; sec- 
ondliy, by hastily acknowledging the in-

dependence of the revolteg province, and, 
finally, by preventing the Colombian gov- 
ernment from using proper means to re- 
press the rebellion.’ 

The cable message goes on to say that 
President Mbrroquin has energetically 
protested to the United States and wishes 
that his protest should be = known 
throughout the civilized world. The pres- 
ident contends that the United States has 
infringed article 35 of the treaty of 1846, 
which, he asserts, implies the duty on 
the part of the United States to help Co- 
lombia in maintaining her sovereignty 
over the isthmus, and adds “that the 
Coiombians repudiate the assumption 
that they have barred the way to carry- 
ing “out the canal.” 

The protest asserts that the delay in 
the negotiatfon had not affected the ulti- 
mate issue of the canal project, and con- 
cludes: 

“The hastiness in recognizing the new 
government which sprung up is, under 
these circumstances, all the more sur- 
prising to the Colombian government, as 
they recollect the energetic opposition of 
Washington to the acknowledgment of 
the belligerency of fhe confederates by 
the powers during the civil war. 

Text of Colombian Protest. 

ew York, November 16.—The New 
York Evening Post has received the text 
of the Colombian protest. It is addressed 
to the United States senate and is signed 
by President-.Maxrrogquin. The Evening 
Post’s dispatch is: ds follows: ~ 

“The présidént Of Colombia has today 
addressed the, American senate in the 
following terms: 

“To His Excellency, the President of tee 

Senate, Washington: 

“Excellency—The government and. peo- 
ple of Colombia have been painfully sur- 
prised at the notification given by the 
minister of the United States to the effect 
that the government at Washington had 
hastened to recognize the government 
consequent on a barracks coup in the de- 
partment of Panama. 

“The bonds of sincere and 
rupted friendship which unite the 
governments and the two peoples: 
solemn obligation undertaken ty the 
American union. in a public treaty to 
guarantee the sovereignty and property 
of Colombia in te isthmus of Panama: 
the protection which the citisens cf that 
country enjoy and will continue to en- 
jcvy among us; the traditional principles 
of: the American government in oppo- 
sition to secession movements; the good 
faith which has characterized the great 
people in its internafiayal relations; the 
mannner in which the revolution was 
brought about and the recipitancy of 
its recognition make the government and 
people of Colombia hope that the senate 
of the people of the United States will ad- 
mit their obligation to assist us in malin- 
taining the integrity of,our territory and 
in repressing that insurrection which {!s 
not even the restlt of a popular feeling. 

‘In this demanding justice, Colombia 
appeals to the dignity and honor of the 
American senate and people.

“Tt is to be hoped the petition for jus- 
tice which Columbia makes to _ the 
American people will be favorably yre- 
ceived by a sound public opinion among 
the sons of that country.

Mr. Williams, d@fmocrat, of Mississippi, 
spoke for the mingfity in opposition to 
the rule. He said it was about the most 
drastic rule ever imtroduced in the hose, 
as it shut off from the house all right to 
perfect the bill. He said the minority 
desired to offer an amendment which 
proposed to strike out the ‘‘doubie-bar- 
reled pledge’’ contained in the bill. Ap- 
plause from the democratic side greeted 
the statement that the bill tears down 
one-fifth of the schedules built up by the 
republicans. 

._Dalzell Refers to Crisp. 

Mr. Dalzell replying to the charge that 
the rule was a most drastic measure re- 
verted to the time when the Wilson bill 
was pending, Mr. Crisp being speaker, 
saying that he commended the minority 
to a study of their own parliamentary 
history. 

The rule was adopted—!76 yeas to 155 
nays. The minority voted unan'mously 
against the rule and six republicans 
voted aginst it. 

With the announcement of the vote Mr. 
Williams, of Mississippi, asked unani- 
mous consent to propose an amendment 
to the rule for a yea and nay vote on the 
amendment proposed by the minority, 
with twenty minutes’ discussion on each 
side, a vote then to be taken on the Dill. 
Mr. Payne objected. 

The house went into committée of the. 
whole and Mr. Payne opened the debate. 
He said no harm would be wrought to 
the sugar industry by the legislation now 
proposed. Tobacco was dealt with in the 
same way, Mr. Payne stating that the in- 
dustry could not be @armed by the 
schedule proposed by the new arrange- 
ment. He added that no industry would 
be affected by the perfection of the 
treaty. He said, in reply to an inquiry, 
that he did not expect new industries to 
be establishe§ while this question was 
being agitated. 

‘Mr. Williams, of Mississippi, denied 
that the democrats desired to amend the 
biil for the purpose of killing the ireaty. 
He held the republicans responsible for 
the fact that the treaty is not in force 
today. Referring to Mr. Payne, Mr. Wil- 
liams said: 

“As to that part of his speech which 
advocates this bill upon its merits, it 
is almost as sudden a conversion us that 
of St. Paul on his way to Damascus: 
ic is almost as sudden an occurrence as 
was this recent birth of. the new repub 
lic of Panama.”’ 

Perils of the Dingley Tariff. 

Mr. Swanson, democrat, of Virginia, dis- 
cussed the perils which he said threat- 
en Our foreign commerce by the new 
tariffs passed in other countries in re- 
tallation for the Dingley act. He in- 
sisted that unless concessions are made 
by the present, tariff before long, all of 
Europe would be combined in commercial 
warfare against this country. He dis- 


cussed Chamberlain’s policy, saying that 


55 per cent of our foreign trade was 
with the United Kingdom and hitr col- 
onies, all of which, he said, was jeypard- 
ized by this policy. Mr. Swanson then 
discussed the evils which he said re- 
sulted from the failure of this country 
to negotiate a treaty with Canada. He 
said the exclusive policy of the Ding- 
ley act would destroy our foreiga com- 
merce and rémarked that the republican 
party would never modify*it. Mr. Swan- 
son said the threatened dangers to the 
foreign commerce of this country would 
make tariff reform and reduction a live 
and burning issue in politics. 

Mr. Robinson, of Indiana, taking as 
his text a treasury statement, argued 
against the republican policy which. he 
said was that of excessive taxation. He 
gave figures showing the public moneys 
held by banks throughout the country, 
charging that it is wrung from the people 
by the present system of taxation. 

At 4:45 p. m. the committee arose and 
the speaker announced the . following 
members of the committee on enrolled 
Messrs. Wachter, of Maryland; Burke, 
of Pennsylvania; Wilson, of Illinois; F.

of some of {ts power to extort from the 
consumer, curtail its power to bear down 
the price of the raw material, thereby in- 
juring the sugar planter and lessen its 
ability to dictate to wholesale and retai! 
dealers in sugar the manner in which 
they shall do business and the price at | 
which they shall sell refined sugar.” 

The report says if the amendment is 
adopted the minority would gladly vote 
for the bill, but even if defeated they 
recommend its’ passage ‘“‘because,”’ the 
report stated, “we think that the good

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Threat Is Made To Sink the 
Clyde Liner 


American Ship Sails for Closed Ports 
and, Consul Says, if She At- 
tempts To Run Blockade, 

She Will Be Sent to 
Bottom. 


New York, November !6.—The agents 
here of the Clyde lyme steamer Cherokee, 
which had trouble with e Dominican 
sovernment authorities on her last trip 
to that island, declared today that the 
Cherokee will sail todjiy on her regular 
schedule and will pursne her regular 
itinerary, stopping at Samana Bay, Monte 
Cristi, Sanchez, Puerto Riata and Ma- 
coris. 

Manuel de Gafivin, consul general from 
San Domingo to New York, said that the 
Cherokee will surely be sunk if she at- 
tempts to enter the. five harbors named. 
Hie says the entire San Dominican navy, 
the gunboats El] Presidente and Indepen- 
dencia, are on guard to maintain the 
blockade of those ports, now in the hands 
of the rebels under Jiminez. . 

Consul Calvan continued: 


“Acting on orders from my govern- 
ment | have notified Collector Stranahan 
that the perts of Samara Bay, Sanchez, 
Puerto Plata, Moyfe Cristi and Macoris 
are closed and that the Clyde steamers 
cannot be cleared for them. ] do not 


know what action he will take. I under- 
stand the Clyde line is taking cargoes 
for these ports as usual. Several port 
shipmen have cglled here to ask me about 
the situation. They say that the Clyde 
line agents tell them that the Cherokee 
is going to these ports under escort of 
United States vessels. I think they. will 
find tey are mistaken if they taink any- 
thing of that sort. It is & peculiar con- 
gition of affairs. The Clyde line is under 
contract with our government of such a 
binding nature that even if there is only 
one port of call open it must continue 
its s€rvices. It is even bound by its con- 
tract to carry our troops from port to 
port if we desire it. Now with five of 
the principal ports cipsed in a traffic 
which at best gives the line a very poor 
busines# you can readily sce that ships 
cannot make express, but what can you 
expect? We cannot allow the ships to 
enter these ports which are jn the pos- 
session of rebels and carry them pro- 
Visigns and nponey. I[ af) sure the United 
States government Is in sympathy with 
our government In this matter and will 
not countenance the earrying on of anv 
attempt to enter the ports which we have 
declared closed."’

TO BE BUILT BY CONFEDERATE DAUGHTERS 
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Richmond, Va., November 16.—(Special.) 
To William CC. Noland, member of the 
firnf of Noland & Baskerville, architects, 
belongs the credit for the conception of 
the Davis memorial. 

To Edward V. Valentine, 
sculptor of Richmond, and ladies of the 
Davis Monument Association, Mr. Nolan 
is indebted for valuable suggestions which 
he has incorporated in the design. Mr. 
Valentine has the exceedingly important 
commission of modeling the heroic statue 
of Mr. Davis and the allegorical figure of 
the south which caps the splendid shaft 
of more than half a hundred feet in 


the eminent 


height. 

The memoial is a semi-circle colannade 
formed of thirteen Doric columns, typical 
of the eleven states which seceded from 
the union and the remaining wo which 
sent delegates to the confederate con- 
gress. The diameter of the semi-circle is 
about fifty-two feet, while from the steps 
leading to the floor of the colannade to 
the middle column is approximately 
thirty feet. 

Columns To Represent States. 

The columns are each aboet eighteen 
feet hich, and above each is the shield of

the state which it represents. “pon ‘the 
space between this medallion and the caps 
of the columns’ will be written inscrip- 
tions to be selected later. The mottoes 
of each state will, of course, be inscribed 
upon its shield. 

Each massive buttress. at the head of 
the colannade will be surmounted by 
artistic groups of war trophies. So much 
for the outlines of the colannade proper. 

In'the center of the space half inclosed 
by the sisterhood of granite columns, 
typical of the confederate states, rises a 
majestic shaft 56 feet from its hase. It 
is about five feet, four inches in dflameter. 
It is twice belted by bronze plates. These 
fall upon the lines where he huge blocks 
of granite are cemented, giving the shaft 
the appearance of a monolith. Far up 
on the great pillar, under the very 
shadow of the cap, is the motto of the 
confederacy, voicing as it does the senti- 
ment of thousands of unreconstructed 
‘rebels’ today—‘‘Deo Vindice;’ translated 
freely, ‘“‘God will vindicate.”’ 

The bronze belts are relieved in front 
by the obverse and reverse sides of the 
great seal of the confederacy. The space 
between will probably bear an inscrip- 
tion, possibly,

Atlanta has more genuine commer- 
cial interest in the building of the in- 
teroceanic canal than has either Bos- 
ton or New York. Georgia will be 
more essentially and specifically bene- 
fited by it than all the states between 
Chicago and the Rocky Mountains, 
and that lie north of the Kansas-

Republicans Abandon Negro Suffrage 

The Constitution feels bound to con- 
gratulate the republican leaders, in- 
cluding the president, Congressmen 
Dick and Crumpacker, upon falling in 
with the Gorman and general southern 
contention for “white supremacy in 
these states where only the negro swf- 
frage is a source of danger to good 
government.” 

The only difference left between 
democrats and republicans is one of 
methods. The general pringiple that 
the negro ought to be politically elim- 
inated is admitted in the bills intro- 
duced by Messrs. Dick and Crumpack- 
er from the republican side of the 


house. 
General Dick wants an investigation 


to show what number of congressmen 
the states of the south would be enti- 
tled to upon the basis of a strictly 
white suffrage and Mr. Crumpacker 
wishes, by his bill, the consent on the 
part of the republican party that the 
negro shall be disfranchised, provided 
the south gets no representation in 
congress on his account. 

With them the question is not one 
of defending the right of the negro to 
vote because he is both a negro and 
a republican, but the question is how 
to consent to his’ disfranchisement 
and get something in return for it— 
that is, a larger pro rata representa- 
tion from the northern and western 
states on a pro rated white basis. 

Here in the south we resist that 
tricky method of republican repudia- 
tion of negro suffrage. Since these 
republicans have come to the point 
where they consent to his disfranchise- 
ment, they should go back to their 
own prime mistake in the matter and 
consent to the abolition of the consti- 
tutional amendments that have caused 
the trouble and have now so greatly 
been condemned by high republican 
authorities! 

The investigation sought by General 
Dick should not be resisted, however, 
by democrats. It is our best and only 
chance to get the real facts and fig- 
ures of the negro suffrage question 
before the American people. If its 
scope is made wide enough to admit 
what the south can offer-of the facts 
which inhere in negro suffrage, its 
menaces to honest and safe govern- 
ment and its uselessness to every 
beneficial and enduring interest of 
the negroes themselves, the investiga- 


tion should not be feared—provided, 
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of course, it.is to be conducted in a 
strictly impartial and non-partisan 
manner.

angels, good or bad, to enforce it.

But the main point to be established 
by either or both the measures is now 
inescapable. It means the nailing of 
the republicans to the issue that since 
they cannot get political profit out of 
the negro vote they are willing to sup- 
press it and only ask in return that 
the democrats of the south also forego 
any prcfit from it. But to do this will 
require another amendment to the con- 
stitution taking away the rights of 
states to be represented in the house 
of congress on the basis of inhabit- 
ants. Can that be done? Will even 
Massachusetts, Ohio and Indiana con- 
sent to it? ‘We think not. 


Why General Wood Is Opposed. 

It is gratifying to be informed by 
well-advised correspondents in Wash- 
ington that the able committee on mil- 
itary affairs in the senate, made up en- 
tirely of old veterans of the civil war, 
will make short shrift of the crusade 
against the confirmation of Major Gen; 
eral Leonard Wood. 

The committee will probably hear 
patiently what Rathbone and other 
witnesses may offer and it will be 
well for Genera! Wood, the future good 
of the army and the satisfaction of 
the country that it should record their 
testimonies. 

It will be well for the country to 
know that Rathbone was the cause of 
his own troubles. When. General 
Wood became military governor of 
Cuba, he called upon all departments 
of the government to submit their re- 
ports, estimates of receipts and expend- 
itures to his office, to be examined by 
his chief of staff, and to have their 
departments supervised by the regular 
inspectors of his military department. 

All department. of the Cuban mili- 
tary government submitted Ao these 
orders implicitly and gracefully, ex- 
cept Rathbone, director general of 
posts. He had refused to recognize 
his subordination to General Brooke 
and he would not do so to Wood. 
The more so because he had been in- 
triguing industriously to end military 
supremacy in the island government 
and have himself appointed the su- 
preme authority under the title of civil 
governor of Cuba. 

General Wood referred the matter 
to thé postmaster general, to whom 
alone Rathbone claimed he owed re- 
sponsibility. The postmaster general 
tentatively sided with Rathbone. Gen- 
eral Wood then appealed to President 
McKinley, as president and command- 
er in chief of the army, who had erect- 
ed the military government of the 
island. 

Here was the issue at headquarters. 
Where was Hanna then? Was he not 
regarded everywhere as the fidus 
Achates and alter ego of President Mc- 
Kinley? Could he not, if any one, 
have settled the case there and then 
for Rathbone’s contention? But he 
did not. President McKinley saw 
clearly that Rathbone’s claims were 
untenable and persistence in his acts 
would be insubordination. In his 
view there could be no divided author- 
ity in dealing with the whole sum of 
Cuban governmental affairs. He sus- 
tained the orders of General Wood, 
and right there began the fall of Rath- 
bone. ; 

Inspector Generai Burton had 
scarcely turned ten pages in the postal 
records until frauds began to pop up 
like jacks in their boxes.

But for his act, when leaving the 
island, in persuading President Palma 
to issue a general amnesty to Ameri- 
can offenders in and out of jail, Rath- 
bone would today be doing a fourteen- 
year convict term in Las Cabanis in- 
stead of posing as a martyr and de- 
manding of the United States senate 
the humility of an honest and able sol- 
dier.

Out of the mass of veiled allusions 
and portentous hints as to the criminal 
participation of this government in the 
coup d'etat, there has not come one sub- 
ystantial fact to bear out the contention, 
and surely if it hag existed the flerce 
light which has been turned on the af- 
fair would have exposed it long 48°.

Pittsburg Officer Tells How 
Policemen There Are 
Well Paid. 
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Officer §. A. Smith’ a member of the 
Pittsburg police force, was fn the city 
last night and he made the Atlanta po- 
licemen open their eyes in wonder while 
telling a few things about the department 
of police in Pittsburg. 

He said the patrolmen are paid $$ a day 
and work nine hours. If they are detailed 
an hour over time they are given credit 
for two hours and this time is allowed 
them when they take their summer vaca- 
tion, The men usually make four or five 
days during the year in this way. 

After Officer Smith had talked to some 
of the mén at police barracks they insist- 
ed upon his being interviewed by a Con- 
stitution reporter. Officer Smith was seen 
and he made the following additional 
statement: 

“We have about five hundred men on 
the force in Pittsburg with a population 
of 321,000 as’ given by the last census 
chiefs of al} the departments, including 
fire, police, health and public works. All 
the patrolmen are paid $3 a day for nine 
hours’ work and are allowed over time. 
If a man serves twenty-five years he is 
retired for life on half pay. If one should 
get killed his family is paid $1,000. If he 
is injured while in the discharge of duty 
he is paid full time, and if his injuries 
ife permanent he is pensjioned for life. 
We are elected under civil service and 
must stand an examination both physical- 
ly and mentally. No man can be elected 
who is not at least 5 feet 8 inches in 
heighth and weighs 140 pounds. His job 
ls for life on good behavior, Of course, 
a fellow can be removed if they get after 
mm.” 

When asked if there was any politics 
In the department he replied: 

“Why sure, we've got to get into poli- 
ics, Some times a man can work his way 
up, but generally he has to have a pull 
to get a plum.” 

The statements of Officer Smith were 
particularly interesting as he is a Geor- 
gla boy, having been born and raised at 
Acworth. He went to Pittsbusrg about 
five years ago and has been on the police 
force three years.

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FREE PAVING 


NOT ABULISHED 


Councilmen Decline To Do 
Away With Churt Fund 


Lengthy Debate Was Provoked by 
Two Reports Upon the Measure. 
Little Was Done During the 
Session of Council Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


By Frore of 7 to 4 during the session 
of yesterday afternoon council declined 
to abolish the free paving fund. This 
probably settles the question for this 
year. It is not likely that anything else 
will be done about the matter. 

The ordinance, which had been present- 
ed ‘by Councilman Key, came from the 
street committee with favorable and a4- 
verse reports. They provoked speeches 
from nearly every member in the room, 
some making two or three speeches. 

Interesting figures were given by Coun- 
eilman Key in support of his measure. 
He stated that Atlanta has 237 miles of 
streets and that 63.39 miies had been 
paved. This paving, he declared, had 
been done at a total cost of $2,134,346.94, 
of which the city had paid $553,586.73 
and the property owner $1,600,760.2!. 
Councilman Key estimated that all the 
streets\of the city would be paved in 
iiity-eight years if the present Plan of 
free chert paving is coatinued, while all 
the streets of Atlanta would be paved in 
fifteen years if council adopted the as- 
sessment plan for chert paving. 

The ordinance abolishing free chert was 
defeated by the following vote: 

Ayes—Alderman Inman and Councilmen 
Winn, Warren and Key—4, 

Noes—Alderman Girardeau and Council- 
men Terrell, Holland, Turner, Breitenbu- 
cher, Amorous and Smith--7. 

Councilman Hiarwell was present, but 
had paired with an absent member. Al- 
derman Woodward was in the chair, and 
Aldermen Pierce, Terry, Longino and 
Councilmen Hynds, Beck, Styron and 
Stephens were absent. 


Petitions Are Filed. 

A petition from the Southern Bell Tele-

Will Healey appeared before council 
to request that he be given the space un- 
sidewalk in front of 62, 
64, 66 and 68 North Broad street with- 
out the understanding that the city re- 
serves the right to take back the proper 
ty at any time, but council declined to 
accede to his wishes. 

The resolution condemning the directors 
of the Southern Interstate fair for open- 
ing the gates on Sunday came from the 
police committee, of which Councilman 
Terrell is chairman, with an adverse re- 
port. The resolution was that of Alder- 
man Girardeau, who spoke against the 
adverse repayt. The adverse report was 
adopted. 

The resolution requesting the fair di- 
rectors not to keep open the fair gates 
in future, introduced by Alderman Lon- 
gino, was reported upon adversely by 
the police committee. The entire matter 
was laid on the table and no action was 
taken. 

Council again took up the question of 
the location for the proposed third ward 
school.

Justice Shirley asked that his resigna- 
tion take effect at once, but as yet he 
has received no reply from the execu- 
tive. 

When asked regarding his resignation 
Justice Shirley saiq that he had been 
contemplating the move for some time. 

“I dare say whatever statement I make 
at this time is liable to be misconstrued,” 
he said, “and yet I am resigning because 
I hope to dozsomething better. Yes, I 
mean financially, for with this recent 
movement on the part of the present 
grand jury very little is being brought 
into the justice courts and it isn’t at all 
profitable. 

“I know, too, that with the recent pub- 
licity that has been attached to my. of- 
fice, many people will say that I was 
forced to get out. This is not at all the 
case. Last Saturday I went to the office 
of Foreman W. Woods White and told 
him that I wanted to resign, but that 
I did not want to do so under fire. 1 
wanted to know if there was anything 
in the way of my resigning honorably. 
He said that theré was not. So it was 
that, 1 decided to resign and sent word 
to Governor Terrell to that effect. 

“I know that I have been brought into 
a great deal of notoriety on account of 
my bailiffs, Wood and Dean. Conse- 
quently I did not want to take any pro- 
cedure in. the way of stepping out until I 
was assured that I could do sv honor- 
ably. If there was anything during my 
term of office that was not what it 
should be; I wanted to know it. I was 
informed that there was nothing devel- 
oped in the investigation of my record 
that would interfere with my resigning 
honorably, and so I simply resigned as 
I had intended to do. I reckon that’s 
about all there is to be said about it. 

“‘No, I’ve been in office four years now, 
and if I have satisfied half of the people 
I shall be very well satisfied with having 
attafed so high an average. The judge 
don’t live that can carry out the law 
and please both parties in the suit as 
well. 

“So far as this present movement is 
concerned, 1 can only say, as I have said 
in The Constitution before, that the only 
practical remedy for such evils as may 
now be practiced among the money lend- 
ers is through legislation. As the stat- 
utes now stand the present methods are 
entirely legal, and when the cases ;are 
brought before a justice it is his duty to 
decide them as nearly as possible in ac- 
cordance with the laws of Georgia.”

Washington, November 16.—After hav- 
ing served a little over four years in the 
military prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans.,. for the embezzlement of govern- 
ment funds, Captain Oberlin M. Carter, 
formerly an engineer officer of the army, 
Will walk forth from that institution 
on November 28, a free man. 

From reports received it appears that 
Carter is in good health, and upon being 
released from prison will attempt to re- 
gain the money seized ‘by the government, 
and come east to engage in business pur- 
sults.

Cincinnati, November !6.—The nationaj 
convention of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, which began here last 
Friday and continues until next Wednes- 
day, is held in the Ninth street Baptist 
church, where the first gathering of its 
fouders was held soon after the cru- 
sade started in Hillsboro, Ohio, in 1873. 

Some of the original crusaders still re- 
at Hillsboro, among them being 
Mrs. Eliza Jane ‘Thompson, - who be- 
came known as ‘Mother’ Thompson 
after she led the erusaders in 1§73, She 
is the daughter of Allen Trimble, for- 
merly governor of Ohio, and she still re- 
sides in their ancestral home with her 
son and two daughters. Her husband was 
a prominent jurist. 

‘Mother’ Thompson is now in 
eighty-eighth year and was unable to get 
to the convention here, so the conven- 
tion went to her today. 

The distance f§ 6! miles, Excursion 
traing started early over the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern railway. In addi- 
tion to the 500 delegates almost as many 
more joined this pilgrimage. 

On the night of December 23, 1873, Dio 
Lewis lectured on temperance at the old 
Presbyterian church in Hillsboro. The 
next morning a meeting of ladies was 
called in the same church. Mrs, Thomp- 
son was chosen president, Mrs. General 
McDowell vice president, and Mrs. Fen- 
ner secretary. After this meeting seventy 
women, led by Mrs. Thompson and Mrs. 
McDowell, formed in line and began the 
street crusade, singing and praying and 
exhorting saloonists to quit the business. 
The crusade soon spread throughout 
Highland county and later throughout 
the sttae. 

‘‘Mother’’ Thompson’s Hatchet. 

A fine edifice has recently been erected 
on the site of the “Old Crusade Church” 
and it is a “crusade memorial room,” 
with numerous mementoes,. among thfm 
a hatchet which ‘“‘Mother’’ Thompson had 
used. 

On their arrival] the visitors were con- 
ducted over the same route taken by 
the seventy origina] crusaders on the 
cold morning of December 24,1873, and 
then they marched into the First Pres- 
byterian church to inspect the memorial 
group and be received by Dr. Faulconer, 
the pastor, The devotional services there 
were the same ag at the opening of the 
conventions here every morning. After 
prayer by Rev. Dr. McSurley the cru- 
sader psalm was read and then the cru- 
sade hymn sung. Addresses were made 
by the national officers and others, with 
responses from. the Hillsboro crusaders. 
The programme in the church continued 
one hour, When the delegates and others 
formed in line to march to the residence 
of ‘‘Mother’’ Thompson, frém which place 
they proceeded to Armary hall where the 
citizens served lunch to all. 

Although the ladies were in the rain all 
day, the Hillsboro pilgrimage was not 
only a success, but a memorable event. 

‘Mother’ Thompson was able to be 
present at the church and sat in the 
“Frances Williard chair.”’ The old ‘“‘Cru- 
sade Bible’? was used during the services 
in the church. ‘Mother’? Thompson was 
presented with bouquets and the Cleve- 
land delegates gave her a fine Japanese 
shawl.

to convey the land. Especially is this so 
when B was permitted to testify to a con- 
sideration moving him, other than the 
land which he acquired by the agreement. 
This error afforded ample réason for the 
sustaining of a certiorari brought to cor- 
recf a judgment of the ordinary refusing 
to grant an order requiring the removal 
of the obstructions. This would author- 
ize an affirmance of the judgment of the 
superior court, even if it did not appear 
that this was the first grant of a new 
trial upon a petition for certiorari. Shir- 
ley v. Swafford (!27), decided today.

CUT RATES ON MEDICINES. 


Combined Movement To Put Stop to 
| Practice. 

New Yerk, November 1!6.—All three 
branches of the drug trade, manufactur- 
ers, fobbers and retailers are greatly 
inteersted in the outcome of a movement 
just {inaugurated by several leading man- 
ufacturers of medicinal articles to stop 
price cutting’ on patent medicines. For 
years the practice is said to have demor- 
alized the drug trade, and all efforts to 
stop it has thus far failed, except that in 
some sections of the country conditions 
have improved soméwhat as a result of 
the anti-cut rate crusade. 

The plan now about to be tried 
originated with the manufacturers and 
proprietors, and aims at the control of 
prices on their goods all over the coun- 
try. If a retail] druggist persists in cut- 
ting prices, it is the intention of the 
manufacturers in the new agreement, ac- 
cording to The Journal of Commerce, 
to stop supplying the cutter with their 
goods, and, if necessary, to cut off those 
who are found to be supplying the cut- 
ter. Cooperations by the proprietors have 
now been secured and the manufacturers 
will at once proceed to establish mini- 
mum prices for their wares.

TENNESSEE LAW IS UPHELD. 


State May Levy Taxes cn the Pull- | 


man Sleepers. 

Washington, November '6.—Justice 
Day, of the United States supreme court, 
today delivered the opinion of the court 
in the case of Comptroller -..dams, of the 
state of Tennessee y. the Pullman Palace 
Car Company. The case pertained to the 
Tennessee state laws of 1887 and 1889, 
providing for the taxation of sleeping car 
companies doing business fn the state. 

The court upheld the validity of the 
law of 1889 taxing the companies for the 
passengers carried solely within the state 
limits. The law of 1887 taxing the cars 
operated within the state was held to be 
a burden tn Interstate commerce, and 
therefore unconstitutional. The case was 
appealed from the United States circuit 
court for the middle district of Tennessee 
and the opinion of that court was re- 
versed on the point relating to the law of 
1889.

But Net Changes from Previous Close 
Are Insignificant. 


The Early Tendency Was Downward, 
Followed by a Vigorous Recov- 
ery, Which Was Not Fully 
Held, but the Closing 
Was Steady. 


New York, November 16.—Prices 
traversed a considerable range in tne 
stock market today, but the net changes 
from last week's closing are small and 
insignificant outside of a few cases. The 
early tendency was downward, followed 
by a vigorous recovery, Which was not 
fully held, but the closing was steady. 
The professional traders argued that the 
poor response on Saturday to the very 
favorable bank statement indicated weak 
conditions, and they sold the market 
with some confidence at the opening. 
The selling centered upon Pennsylvania, 
in which another day's enormous busi- 
ness was done. About a hundred thou- 
sand shares of this stock were traded 
in during the first hour, carrying it down 
to Ill, or I-4 above last week's low 
level. United States Steel preferred was 
also under pressure and failed to share 
in any extent in the recovery. The mar- 
ket moved in sympathy with Pennsyl- 
vania. There was an organized bull 
movement in the local traction stocks, 
accompanied by vague rumors of a com- 
prehensive merger. Consolidated Gas 
moved downward away from the group 
on account of the published assertions 
that its franchises were defective. The 
upward movement in Chicago and Alton 
continued, and there were unexplained 
advances in the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western securities.. Sugar enjoyed the 
benefit of the improved prospect for the 
Cuban treaty. The upward movement 
had for a substantial basis the prospect 
of improved conditions in the money 
mark¢t, which led to some sanguine esti- 
mates of the coming abundance of funds. 
The showing of. last week's currency 
movement was accepted as evidence that 
the interior requirements have been prac- 
tically satisfied. The fact that the ur- 
sent needs which have been met on ac- 
count of the disturbances at St. Louis 
and Baltimore. and on account of the 
high price of cotton, have failed to caus? 
any serious disturbances here Js itself 
an assuring circumstance. With the re- 
flix of funds to New York definitely in 
sight the relief to sentiment is gteat. 
Put ithe foreign trade statement for 
October shows even safer ground for 
optimism for the money market. The 
value of the month's exports. which rose 
to above $160,000,000, is higher than for 
anv month sinee October. 1900, and the 
excess value of the exports over the im- 
vorts of $78,439,000 is also greater than 
for any month since October, 1900. This 
strong showing is due to the profitable 
market for the staple products of the 
soll. the value of exports of mannufac- 
tures being practically stationary. It is 
commonly expected, however, that. the 
value of fron and_ steel products will 
chortlv increase. Last month's imports 
fell $6.500.000 belov: those for October 
of last year. and this tendenev also is 
expected to grow in view of. the decline 
of prices in our domestic manitfaectures. 
The exnlanation of the curreat inward 
movement of gold is thus made very 
clear. Todav’s engagemenis for import 
reached $2.500.000. and it fs believed that 
the movement has not yet exhausted
